It is indeed a great honour and privilege for me to present this state of the municipality 
address during this momentous occasion. The budget I am presenting here today was 
prepared in line with our Integrated Development Plan and in terms of the Municipal 
Finance Management Act No 53 of 2003. The IDP and MFMA remain the cornerstone of 
every developmental and people friendly budget, a critical tool for effective governance and 
proper planning. 

We remain committed to the realization of our five Key Performance Areas which are: 

• Good Governance and Public Participation 

• Municipal Transformation and Organizational Development 

• Basic Infrastructure and Service Delivery 

• Local Economic Development and 

• Municipal Financial Viability and Management 

As a municipality led by the ANC, we will work tirelessly to make sure that the above priority 
areas are accomplished without compromise. This is because the ANC remains the 
people’s movement which puts people at the centre of its activities. During the previous 
financial years here in Musina, excellent work has been done in areas such as provision of 
water, sanitation, refuse removal, housing and electricity. We are still going to continue in 
the same tune to make sure that our people enjoy the fruits of our hard earned freedom. 

In his State of the Nation Address on 10 February 2017, President Jacob Zuma said 
government has made progress on key areas packaged in the Nine Point Plan to reignite 
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growth so that the economy can create much-needed jobs. He said the focus areas include 
industrialization, mining and beneficiation, Agriculture and agro Processing, energy, 
SMMEs, managing work place conflict, attracting investments, growing the oceans economy 
and tourism. He said other areas added include cross-cutting areas such as science and 
technology; Water and sanitation Infrastructure; Transport Infrastructure; and Broadband 
Rollout. Musina Municipality is also moving towards the same direction to assist government 
to achieve the set goals. 

The fact that we have been declared a provincial growth point is a clear indication that we 
are also making progress in the implementation of the nine point plan as outlined by the 
State President. This practically puts us on alert that we have to plan effectively if we really 
want to achieve our dream of becoming the REAL Gateway CITY to the rest of Africa. 

We are striving towards a more integrated planning approach whereby we seamlessly 
integrate our IDP, budget and performance management system with one another while 
simultaneously aligning our planning to National and Provincial plans and frameworks, 
specifically the National Development Plan 2030. This approach necessitated a revision of 
our strategic objectives for the remainder of this IDP cycle. 

As outlined by Premier Stanley Mathabatha during his State of the Province address on 24 
February 2017, the Limpopo Development Plan identified Musina as one of the economic 
regions that has a significant potential to accelerate the industrialization process in the 
province. He said the Musina SEZ will create approximately 20 800 direct jobs. This will 
help to advance the objectives of the Limpopo Development Plan which has identified 
Musina as one of the economic regions that has a significant potential to accelerate the 
industrialization process in the province. 

AUDIT REPORT AND FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT 

Fellow councilors, it is a pleasure to announce that our latest audit report from the Auditor 
General is unqualified. Unqualified Audit Opinion is when the Auditor General concludes 
that financial records and statements are fairly and appropriately presented, and in 
accordance with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles. Sit back and relax, our finances 
are in the good hands of men and women who are not prepared to compromise the ethics of 
clean administration. We are on course to achieve the targets set out in the Operation Clean 
Audit. 

However, we are still unable to provide some of the services due to the fact of the high 
amount owed by consumer debtors worth millions rand. We are embarking on campaigns to 
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educate our people that it is important to pay for services so that we can in return use the 
money for the benefit of our communities. 

NEW DEFECATION 

Following the disestablishment of Mutale Municipality, it is a pleasure to announce that we 
have inherited approximately 50 villages - making us a bigger municipality than what we 
were. This means that it is not going to be business as usual as we now have more than 
132 000.00 people in our municipality. The inclusion of five senior traditional leaders in our 
council is a clear indication that we have a good working relationship with them. 

LOCAL ECONOMC DEVELOPMENT 

I’m pleased to announce that the three hundred and twenty million rand Musina Mall, 
opened its doors last week. With more than 600 jobs created, this initiative will help to 
sensitize everyone, especially prospective investors, that there is potential for economic 
growth here in Musina. 

EXPANDED PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAMME (EPVNP) AND COMMUNITY WORKS 
PROGRAMIVE(CWP) 

Programme Director, the Expanded Public Works programme in our municipality has played 
a major role in fighting unemployment and poverty. The main objective of the EPWP 
projects is to provide job opportunities for the unemployed people around Musina. We are 
serious about taking our people out of the bondage of poverty. As a responsible 
government, we cannot just watch while our people do not have the much needed jobs. 

As I’m speaking now, two hundred and ten (210) formally unemployed members of our 
community are benefitting from this programme. 

PROJECTS 

Honorable councilors, let me take this opportunity to highlight you with some of the projects 
that we are currently implementing: 

• We are upgrading the Tshipise - Matatani access road at a cost of seven point eight 
million rand. The funding is sourced from the Municipal Infrastructure Grant. 

• Together with Coghsta, we are building four hundred houses in rural areas and 
another 200 in the urban area of Musina. 
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• We are constructing one point six kilometers of roads in Musina Nancefield Ext 8 and 
9 at a cost of eight million rand. This is also funded from the Municipal Infrastructure 
Grant. 

• We are extending municipal offices at a cost of five million rand. 

• We are constructing storm water channels in Nancefield at a cost of six point two 
million rand. 

• We are constructing a grand stand at Skoonplaas at a cost of two point two million 
rand. 

OVERVIEW OFTHE 2017/2018 HNANCIALYEAR 

Ladies and Gentlemen, this budget comes at a time when the world is faced with escalating 
food and fuel prices. These are all the effects of globalization and as a municipality, we are 
also part of this unpleasant situation. 

Honorable Councilors, please allow me to thank the financial technocrats who compiled this 
Municipal Finance Management Compliant Budget Document of our municipality as 
delegated by the Acting Municipal Manager and the Chief Financial Officer. 

I now have the pleasure to present to you an overview of the budget estimates for the 2017 
/ 2018 financial year. 

Our total Operating Revenue for the 2017 / 2018 financial year is two hundred Ninety-six 
million, and sixty-five thousand rand (R 296 065 000). 

The Total Operating Expenditure is two hundred and Ninety-six million, and sixty-five 
thousand rand (R 296 065 000). 

Twenty nine million four hundred and sixty eight thousand rand (R 29 468 000) will be 
funded from the Municipal Infrastructure Grant. 

Other conditional grants are as follows: Finance Management Grant(FMG) is One Million, 
nine hundred thousand rands (R1 900 000)., Energy efficiency and Demand Management 
grant: is five million rands(R5 000 000), Extended Public Works Programme(EPWP) is one 
million and thirteen thousand rand(R1 013 000) and Municipal Demarcation Transitional 
Grant is Two million two hundred and eighty two thousand 
rands(R2 282 000) 

The Integrated National Electrification Programme Grant (INEP) is eighteen million (R 18 
000 000). Furthermore, the tariffs will increase by 6.4% 
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In conclusion, let me assure you that we are on the right track. We are making good 
progress. And we are looking ahead with confidence. Our people out there are seeing the 
benefit of improved public services that are focused on delivering better results. 

Together we can move Musina forward!
